island must already be painfully sensible | 


of the fact that they have been un wit- 
tingly used as a means to-an end they 
themselves thought to avert, and which 
they now deplore. It is more fitting 
that we should consider those meas- 
ures best calcalated to render the union 
conducive to the bests interests of the 
consolidated tertitory; school ourselves 
to forget the past. distinctions and local 
differences. which were beat the nataral 
result of a previous system, and, view- 
ing all as One common interest, seek to 
promote that harmony, pedce and feeling 
of common brotherhood sq essential to 
success. It woitld be idle’ to ignore the 
fact that the change just brought about 
will raise some legislative difficulties, in- 
volve no fiscal: complications. The Im- 
perial Act which makes. the island 
Colony an apendage of ‘the mainland 
places the whole under thé fiscal system 
of the latter. The customs tariff forms 
the chief, we might almost say the sole 
seurce of revenue. The union fiuds one 
section partially stocked with goods 
which have paid an impart duty aver- 
aging not less than fifteen per centam 
advalorem, the other section glutted with 
merchandise which has paid no duty at 
all. The idea entertained by some “that 
the latter will enjoy entire immtnity 
is manifestly fallacious. To allow 
the accumulated stocks of island mer- 
chants to find a market on the mainland 
withont paying the usual customs. duty 
would be to perpetrate a grevious wrong 


_@pon the merchants of thte latter section, 
while to permit these goods to be so dis- |. 


posed of on the island even for local con- 
sumption, would be virtdally to exempt 
the people residing there from contribut- 
ing their share Of the revenue for many 
months to come, Bunt there is another 
ground upon which it wauld be obtiously 


‘impracticable to allow the goods found 


on the island at the time the new gonsti- 
tution comes into force fo escape castoms 
duties: We have said that the import 
duties constitute the main source of revenue, 
Under anion that will be equally true of 
the whole territory. If;we assunte that 
the amount of goods held by island mer- 
chants at the time of anion is equivalent 
to a-six months’ supply for the whole— 
and we apprehend the estimate is a 


“moderate one—it wil] readily be seen 


that to allow these goods to be sold and 


consumed daty free, n¢. matter in. what 


section of the country, would be tanta- 
mount to depriving the Colony, as a 
whole, of its chief soufee of revenue for 
six months, a proposition which cannot 
be entertained for a moment. It_is ob- 
vious, therefore, that, opon the ground 
of revenue, as well 4s fairness to each 
section of the country; the idea of allow- 
ing the island stocks t escape duty is 
simply absurd. It follows, therefore, 
that some plan must be adopted by 
which goods bronght.into Vancouver Is- 
land, under the free trade system, and 
remaining in the hautls of island mer- 
chants at the time thé new constitution 
takes. effect, will be made to pay the same 
rates of duty as are imposed by our cus- 
toms tariff. By what means this will 
best be accomplished.it is not our present 
purpose to suggest, Indeed it is not 
improbable that the difficulty has already 
been anticipated by the erudite mind of 
our Governor, and it is not unlikely that 
due provision has been made for it, and 
only awaits legislatite ratification,

4. A wholesome Homestead Law, 
carefully guarding the settler against op- 
pression, on the one hand, and the ¢red- 
itor against fraud on the other. 

5. Free giants of land to all actual 
settlers, and a tax upon wild land held 
purely for speculative purposes, the reve- 
nue derived from such tax to be expend- 
ed in constructing roads in the districts 
where collected. 

6. A speedy and final adjustment of 
the Indian land question, securing to the 
Native Tribes a reasonable wmount of 
land for actnal use, and no more; and the 
throwing open of the remainder, and of 
the numerous Government res@rves cre- 
ated during the late Administration, to 
the actual setiler.

lected that Mr. Baaks introduced a bill 
into the United States Congress for the 
repeal of the neutrality laws. Inasmuch

“Last week the House of Representa- 
tives passed, by a nearly unanimous 
vote, Mr. Banks’ extraordinary Bill for 
the repeal of the neutuality laws.

Large 
quantities of military stores, jnclad- 
ing ambulances, are arriving here.
